Italy Pushes Relief Work Under King's Orders 


After Great Earthquake Which Killed Thousands. 


hi addition to the overgrow n army of busybodies and fad- 


dists who are trying to bring about .universal reform by means 
of law there is a;large aggregation of worthy and more or less 
conceited;.individuals \vhp are striving'toward the same end 
through the medium of advice; This;class is not.so offensive 
as the oilier; for the simple reason that its worrit-not so 'ex- 
pensive to. the public, but many of its outgivings are fully as 
tiresome, and (hat is saying much. 


: These wiseacres are constantly telling, us what we should 


eat, 
what'we should drink and wherewithal we should be 


clothec! in order to enjoy good health and live to a ripe old age. 
Advice^is given ouf-as freely and promiscuously as if it were 
directed to little children. 
In fact, many of the reformers 


seem to regard the people as no more capable of taking care 
of themselves and judging their own needs and requirements 
than if they were little bo'ys and girls in constant need of the 
guiding and restraining hand. 


Every reader of the newspapers is aware of this fact. Their 


columns teem daily with accounts, of efforts through legisla- 
tion lo make people what they ought: to be, and with the ad- 
vice of men and women .who imagine that in the few years of 
their existence they have discovered .much that is hidden from 
the common view. 


A sample of the frolliy material that is being peddled out by 


these self-constituted authorities on the laws of life was re- 
cently furnished by an official of the United States Public 
Health Service, who inveighs against heavy winter flannels. 
He advocates the use of underwear of the same weight the 
year round, on the ground .that this gives the skin a chance lo 
"attend to its normal functions unhampered." 
He would 


have people dress for,indoors and put on heavy wraps when 
they go out. 


This may be the proper thing for indoor workers, but how 


about men who when they go put in the morning stay out till 
they.cbme in at night? 
All this effort to instruct people how 


to dress in cold weather or hot weather, what and when they 
should'Cat,' elc., is tiresome to men and women of sense and 
judgment, who understand their own needs far better than do 
the theorists and high-paid officials who apparently regard the 
people as a whole as but slightly above the kindergarten.' 


'The person of sense is capable of deciding for himself in 


matters of presonal comfort and welfare, and to his credit be im* 
it.s'aid that he goes right on doing so in spite of the vaporingsj*™1* 
of the k'n'OAV-if-alls.
